the century mark, Mrs. Boyd showed 
signs of declining health and became 
much more feeble. 
She recovered 
somewhat, however, and now sits in 
her chair during the entire day, and 
receives the careful attent.on of the 
family to which she is so much. She 
sleeps well during the night and her 
appetite is good, while her brain is 
clear and she can converse intelli- 
gently and entertainingly on the [rat- 
ters that interest her. 


Mrs. Boyd is known throughout the 
community, her friends being all the 
people who have ever visited her. In 
disposition she is kind, and when a 
younger woman was devoted to *ier 
family while her charities have often 
been known in the township. Mrs. 
Boyd's health is such and the care she 
receives so tender that in spite of her 
advanced years there is every reason 
to believe she will live to see other 
years.

OVERHEAD WIRES 


CROP CONDITIONS 


As Shown by th* Statistician of the 


Agricultural Department. 


Washington, Sept. 11.—The month- 


ly report of the statistician of the 
department of agriculture shows the 
average condition of corn in the 
United States on Sept. 10 to have 
been 84.3 as compared with a 10-year 
average of 78.8- The average condi- 
tion at harvest of winter and spring 
wheat combined was SO, against a 10- 
year average of 78.9. The average 
condition of oats when harvested was 
87.2, against a 10-year average of 79.7. 
There are indications that the crop 
will be very deficient in point of qual- 
ity. Barley, harvested, is reported at 
89.7. against 82. a 10-year average, and 
winter and spring rye combined 90.2, 
against a 10-year mean of 85.4. Ohio 
reports a small increase in clover- 
seed. All but six of the important 
apple-growing states report condi- 
tions ranging from 7 to 32 points 
above their W-year averages, in Ohio 
the conditions agreeing with such 
averages. In all but eight of the 
peach-growing states a production ex- 
ceeding the 10-year average is prob- 
able.

Mayor Johnson concluded 
by m«M"> a plea for competitive bid- 
ding for franchises, saying: "Go to 
the people with every ordinance grant- 
ing or renewing a franchise. The rail- 
way companies can not corrupt a ma- 
jority of the people, but with only & 
majority of a small body of men such 
as a council to deal with, they some- 
times work corruption. On all re- 
newals provide competitive bids for 
fare." 


Progress has been, made by the sen- 


ate In Its consideration of the code. 
Most of the sect-ons conferring gen- 
eral and special powers upon munici- 
palities and of those covering the 
subjects of taxation and assessments 
were approved. The many amend- 
ments accepted by the committee of 
the whole are not vltaL While it is 
true that the sections which have 
given rise to the most argument have 
not yet been considered, it seems 
probable that the bill will be passed 
by the senate Wednesday or .Thurs- 
day of next week.
